At 2:30 am. Thursday 
morning, Jan. 16, Elba dis- 
patch received a 911 call in 
reference to a shooting in 
the area of Putnam Street. 
When officers arrived on 
scene they found a male 
victim suffering from a gun- 
shot wound at the residence 
of 617 Putnam Street in 
Elba. 

The victim was identified at 
26-year-old Donta Jaqun 
Rogers. He was transported 
immediately by Haynes 
Ambulance to Medical 
Center Enterprise, and later 
transported to Baptist South 
hospital in Montgomery, 
Ala. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said his department 
was notified later Thursday 
morning that Rogers had 
died as a result of his 
wounds. 

Friday evening, Jan. 17, 
Chief Hussey said one per-

He said Henderson had 
been considered a witness 
in this case up until her ar- 
rest.

“This is a very active homi- 
cide investigation,” Chief 
Hussey said.

The chief said there have 
been many rumors as to the 
participants in this violent 
act, and each statement has 
to either be confirmed or re- 
futed. He said this is a very

Next door to the old jail 
building is where the birth 
home of former 2-time Ala- 
bama Governor Jim Folsom 
now sits, and it also is on 
the preservation list for the 
committee.

sioners agreed to provide 
$3,300 towards renovations 
of the Folsom home. 
Bynum said this is in ad- 
dition to a donation re- 
ceived from Woodman of 
the World to put a new roof 
on the Folsom home.

likely. Alabama Counts! 
will place a heavy impor- 
tance on the Somewhat 
Likely audience in terms of 
outreach and education ef- 
forts. 

Lauderdale, Cleburne, 
Wilcox, Chilton and Lee 
counties ranked highest in 
the Somewhat Likely cate- 


gory. 

“Historically, around 60 
percent of Alabamians have 
responded to the U.S, Cen- 
sus, and that number lines 
up with people that said 
‘Extremely Likely’ and 
‘Very Likely’ in our re- 
search,” said Boswell. 
“People that were ‘Some- 
what Likely’ are the ones on 
the fence that we need to 
motivate to be counted. We 
have to share with them that 
it’s safe, quick, easy and 
matters a great deal to their 
community.” 

A notable 43 percent of 
all counties polled indicated 
the primary factor deterring 
individuals from complet- 
ing the Census was lack of 
understanding of its impor- 
tance or use. 

“What this tells us is that 
regardless of region — 
whether rural or urban — 
people need a greater under- 
standing of what’s at stake 
for Alabama in regard to the 
Census, as education will 
heavily influence their deci- 
sion to fill out their forms,” 
said Boswell. “Our job is to 
tell the Census story and

why it should matter to every Alabamian.” 

For instance, 41 percent of respondents believed it would 
take more than 12 minutes to fill out their Census — with 
38 percent reporting that they were unsure of the time in- 
vestment. In reality, there are only 10 questions for a head 
of household and six per additional person. Ultimately, par- 
ticipation should take five minutes or less. 


Motivating factors 

Research participants were given eight encouraging fac- 
tors in influencing their likelihood of Census participation, 
including options pertaining to congressional representa- 
tion, civic duty, funding, job growth and partisan redistrict- 
ing. 

The top motivating factor was the potential loss in federal 
funding, followed by the potential relocation of 
businesses/job opportunities and lastly, the potential loss of 
federal representation. 

“No matter where you live, the thought of our state losing 
federal funding for things like education, infrastructure or 
community initiatives is a daunting one,” said Boswell. “We 
have to show individuals that even if they think their par- 
ticipation won’t matter — it will. And for generations to 
come.” 
~ Despite varying motivations, an impressive 63 percent of 
all respondents say participating in the Census it will 
strongly benefit their community and 69 percent say it 
matters a great deal that they personally are counted. 


Effects of Moving Online 

This marks the first Census in American history in which 
participants can fill out their forms online. In today’s digital 
world — and with technology at so many Americans fin- 
gertips — research among Alabama shows surprising re- 
sults for this new era in Census recording. 

When analyzing the positive or negative effect of moving 
the Census online by county, 67 percent — 45 of the state’s 
67 counties — showed a negative impression. 

“There could be many reasons for this, including distrust of 
providing online personal information or distrust in a new 
federal method,” said Boswell. “Regardless, people need to 
know they can still take the Census via historically tried- 
and-true methods.” 

Beginning on or around March 13, 2020, each Alabama 
household will receive a postcard from the U.S, Census Bu- 
reau with instructions for how to complete the 2020 Census. 
Alabamians may respond in three ways: online, telephone 
or traditional paper form. 

Alabama Counts! will continue to ramp-up both outreach 
and education efforts at the state level'as the mid-March 
2020 Census launch takes place, with a heavy focus through 
May to encourage Alabamians to self-respond to the cen- 
sus. 

“We encourage everyone to respond during the initial period 
in the spring,” Boswell said. “The Census form is simple to 
complete, and the data provided is private and protected by 
law. “

Some people question why the Highest, the most mag- 
nificent God, came to the world in a form of an ordinary 
child?
